Geo. W. Loper lost his life and 
five others were severely burned 
last Saturday morning when a gas 
well they. were bringing in for the 
‘Northwestern Utilities Limited, 

_ north of Jarrow, caught fire and 
burst into flames. 


Dead is George Warren Loper, 
55, of Viking. : 


Ian McColl, 39, of Minburn, seri- 
ous burns ‘to ‘arms, chest, face and 
back. 


Robert MclInroy, 18, of Mann- 
ville, severe burns on face, arms 
and chest. 


William Kennedy, 19, of Min- 
burn, severe burns on arms, chest 
‘and face. ‘ 


Harvey McGinitie, 25, of Tofield, 
burns to face and arms. : 


Ernest Hanson, 37, of Viking 
burns on arms and face” 

Desperate efforts were made to 
pull Loper away from the roaring 
‘gas well, but ‘the intense heat pre- 
vented rescue work. Fellow work- 
ers. said’ Loper, who was knocked 
down from the platform of the) 
rig, tried to “roll away” from the 
_ rig, but fell directly into the fire. 


The men were rumning produc- 
tion casing preparatory to com- 
pleting the well as a new gas pro- 
ducer when the escaping gas ig- 
_-nited and burned fiercely. 


‘The five injured men were 
transported in a. company car to 
the Viking hospital for medical 
attention,. and. at this writing are 
said to be doing as well as can be 
expected, although some of them 
are severely burned, 


The Viking fire department re- 
sponded to a call and were at the 
burning well in, a short time and 
assisted in extinguishing the blaze. 
The ga$ company also rushed their 
fire fighting equipment to the 
scene. The flames were so intense 
that removal of Loper’s body was 
impossible until the fire was ex- 
tinguished.

3 Week of Canadian Unity 


This year Canadians from coast ‘to coast are being 
asked to focus their attention for the week of June 24 to 
July 1 on the state of the nation’s unity. 

The idéa of a Week of Canadian Unity has been con- 
ceived and is being sponsored by the French Canadian 
Weekly Newspapers Association and the Canadian Week- 
ly Newspapers Association. . 

Canadians have never been too conscious of their own 
unity, have been too prone to think of themselves in terms 
of the provinces in which they live, of the ethnic groups of 
which they are a part or of the language which they speak. 
Believing that Canada is more unified than Canadians 
realize, the two great newspaper associations are sponsor- 
ing this week to bring home to the people of this nation 
the fact of Canadian unity. - 

In any land as far flung as Canada there are bound to 
be sectional differences but the Canadian democratic way 
of life, the Canad‘an conception of freedom of the individ- 
ual, Canadian pride in the achievements of this youthful 
nation surpass infinitely any differences that may exist. 

Canadians do not know too-well their own story and 
are better acquainted with the historical figures of Bri- 
tain, France and the United States than they are with the 
great men of their own past. A quiz, for instance, on the 

_ Fathers of Confederation would keep most Canadians 
guessing. 

If Canadian Unity Week acomplishes only two things 


—impresses Canadians with the astounding degree of un- 


ity achieved during the short 84 years since Confederation 
and convinces Canadians of the necessity of knowing each 
other better if the unity of the nation is to be strengthened 
—Canada’s weekly newspapers associations will have at- 
tained their objective. _

Spraying for Weeds Pays 

_The spraying season is again 
here. Fields should be checked for 
weed infestation and weedy grain 
crops should receive an applica- 
tion of 2,4-D which is a relatively 
new chemical but most farmers 
are familiar with its use. It has its 
limitations and we know that its 
not a cure-all but nevertheless a 
very useful weapon to fight weeds.

However 
here are two examples—mustards 
and stinkweeds in cereals require 
about 6 oz. of amine and.-4 oz..of 
Ester, per acre'on the other, and 
thistles which are more resistant 
should be sprayed about 8 to 10 
oz. of amine and 6 to 8 0z. of 
jester. As rates, susceptibility of 
weeds, stage of weeds and grain 
to spray are all specific, this de- 
tail information can be obtained 
. |from this office upon request. Ap- 

| plication and ‘proper use of spray- 
ers is important and in all cases 
manufacturers directions should 
be followed. Se 

The question of which to use; 
amine or ester is usually asked by 
farmers. In reply I would state 
that. both are effective, if. used 
accordingly. to recommendations. 
Many farmers like ester because 
of its quick penetrating property 
and ‘I ‘believe its more commoniy 
available: oa 
'~ Farmers‘should find: out the aeid 
content per gallon: before buying 
2,4-D products. The cost per gal- 
lon is not important as the num- 
ber of ounces of actual acid per 
gallon and the cost per ounce. 
Therefore’ anyone purchasing 2,- 
4-D. is advised to check the acid 
content and compare it with the 
price of the chemical per gallon. 

Incidentally some control can be 
effected on tartarian ickwheat 
when the plant is y ; ‘about 2 
inches tall. 

Does spraying for weeds pay? 
Eyidence from experimental sta- 
tions' indicate that besides control- 
ling. weeds; spraying. increases 
yields-to the extent where costs of 
2,4-D, labor, tractor, etc., are off- 
set and-a small profit returned.
